The story goes, according to 
the Mentor, that playing cards 
were devised by a European to 
divert mad Charles VI of Frauce 
from delirium and melancholia 
The Puritans maintained that his 


Satanic Majesty the Devil was the | 


originator. But indications 
to Oriental invention of 
antiquity. Europe probably knew 
cards first in the thirteenth cen- 
tury. White men on arriving in 
America found the Indians play- 
ing with painted sticks a game 
strangely resembling the card 
games of Asiatic countries. And 
from this seemingly insignificant 
fact wise deductions are drawn as 
to the origin of the first race that 
peopled the American continents. 
The National Museum at 
ington treasures a complete 
of these aboriginal “cards” 
elosed in a crude leather pouch.

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Public Welfare Imperiled 
(Industrial News) 


Legislatures of various states are again be- 
ing flooded with bills to limit train lengths. 
The measures are invariably of employes and 
the traveling public,’’ whereas their sole object 
is to create more jobs. 

Bills limiting the number of cars in a train 
would make ‘the railroads run five trains to 
&u the work of four, and employ 25 per cent 
more men and locomotives, for which the pub- 
lie would have to pay. It cannot be success- 
fully shown that such legislation is in the in- 
terest of safety of either employes or the trav- 
eling puolic. : 

Every element of expense in railroad oper- 
ation is paid for by the public. 

Congress passed a law which sets up toh 
bunals for the adjustment of differences be- 
tween railroad employes and managements. 
This machinery should be used, and the files of 
state legislatures should not be cluttered with 
bills on subjects which should be handled 
through agencies already provided by Con- 
gress for adjusting railroad problems. 

Only recently railroad employes obtained 
an increase of 744 per cent in wages on the 
lines in Eastern territory, and have made sim- 
ilar demands on the Western lines on the 
ground that trains are longer than they used 
‘to be. 

After increases granted on such representa- 
tion it is trickery to attempt by legislation to 
make the trains shorter. 

If the roads be further distressed by train 
limit legislation which will swell the payrolls 
to an even greater extent, while at the same 
time decreasing efficiency, he is a poor stu- 
dent of events who fails to realize that rate in- 
creases will be necessitated, and will follow. 
The public welfare is imperiled by such legis- 
lation.

Back of all the questions of policy which 
the newspaper man must deal with, there rests 
the question of the financial basis of ‘the en- 
terprise. It is the ironical side of his task that 
though his career is supposed to be dedicated 
to the public service, the newspaper man must 
so conduct his paper that it will be a sound 
business proposition and will pay. 

To some newspaper men that means that 
they will lower their ideals and temporize or 
hesitate in dealing with problems of civie and 
political righteousness. 

While some newspapers may fail as a re- 
sult of a too outspoken expression of ill-ma- 
tured convictions, yet in the long run a news- 
paper succeeds best if it takes a strong stand 
for what is just and right. 

A newspaper does not necessarily have to 
eall political opponents by hard names, and it 
ean reasonably admit that people who think 
differently are honest as well es itself. But 
if it fails to show a deep earnestness for hon- 
est, efficient government and moral standards, 
it is difficult to command the respect of the 
eommunity and build up substantial support. 

The community also has something to think 
about in its relation to. the business side of a 
newspaper. A public journal is the exponent 
of its home town. If it is not heartily support- 
ed on the financial side, and if the people do 
not assist it in its efforts to collect the news 
and report events accurately, the newspaper 
gives an unfavorable. impression of the com- 
munity. A strong and prosperous newspaper 
js one of the best assets that a city can have. 
Tt is a foree that promotes civie sentiment and 
which. works in every issue to attract the at- 
tention of the publie to all good eauses and 
rally the energy of the community to push the 
same.

The Hat In the Elevator 
(Fort Worth Star Telegram) 


To most men who have become accustomed 
lately to do as they please respecting the posi- 
tion of the hat when riding in an elevator in 
which there are women passengers, it will come 
as a surprise to learn that the subject is con- 
sidered serious enough to be taken up by a 
national organization of business men. At a 
recent convention of the National Association 
of Building Owners and Managers, a commit- 
tee was selected to consider the question of 
whether a gentleman should carry the ancient 
custom of uncovering himself in ‘the presence 
of ladies in the modern elevator and character- 
istically enough, the committee was selected 
from women members of the association. 

The report, rendered after due deliberation, 
came out flat-footed for keeping hats on. The 
exact wording of the committee’s recommenda- 
tion was: ‘‘That members of the National As- 
ssociation of Building Owners and Managers 
strive to educate elevator passengers in com- 
mercial buildings to refrain from removing 
‘their hats while in the presence of ladies, in 
order that a uniform rule of etiquette may 
prevail.’’ The recommendation is direct 
enough, but the reason assigned seems some- 
what to beg the question. If uniformity as a 
matter of etiquette is all that is desired, why 
not seek to educate all men passengers to the

of ladies, which is a fine old custom with a 
great deal of cultural value? 

But at times there are reasons why the cus- 
tom should be at least suspended in modern 
elevators.
